Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 2-7 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: as to claims 2-7, 
patentability resides, at least in part, a plurality of movable springs, a card having a 
coupling part to be coupled to an armature and a plurality of insertion holes to which the 
one end of each of the movable springs is inserted, the card elastically deforming the 
movable springs in conjunction with a swing motion of the armature to selectively open 
or close the contact mechanisms, wherein each of the movable springs has a U-shaped 
hook formed by bending the one end of each of the movable springs toward the 
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opposite end side, the one end of each of the movable springs being configured to be 
able to pass through the insertion hole while being pushed by an inner surface of the 
insertion hole and being deformed elastically, the insertion holes comprising a first 
insertion hole and a second insertion hole, the first insertion hole having a step on an 
inner surface thereof and the hook of the movable spring inserted into the first insertion 
hole being engaged with a surface of the step opposite to a side from which the one end 
of the movable spring is inserted, the second insertion hole having no step to which the 
hook of each of the movable springs is engaged and the card not being restrained by 
the hook inserted into the second insertion hole.
